It is the Summer Solstice When
The Sun is at Its Greatest
Distance from Equator

The aun will rise at 4.24 a. m., and
will not set until 7.27 p. m., making
the day 14 hours and fifty minutes
long.

Thie is the summer solstice, which
means the time when the sun is at
ils greatest distance in the north from
the equator. There are two solstices
each year—thie summer and winter,
The former, when the suns seems to
enter the trople of ecancer, is on
June 21, the longest day: the latter
soletice is when the sun enters the
tropic of eapricorn, on December 22,
the shortest day of the vear. This
is only to be understood as applying
to the northern hemisphere, how-
ever, as In the southern .the sun’s en-
trance Inte capricorn makes the snm-
mer solstice, and into cancer the win-
ter solstice.
